DOZENS ALLEGE HOSTILITY, 
BRUTALITY BY CITY POLICE

About 200 people took part in a forum 
Tuesday evening in Uptown that is part of 
the U.S. Department of Justice’s wide-ranging 
civil rights investigation into Chicago police. 

“We need to hear from you to understand 
what is happening here in Chicago,” Emily 
Gunston, a Justice Department attorney, 
told the crowd in the gymnasium at Truman 
College. 

Gunston said the department is aware that 
Chicagoans have been “angry” with police for 
“generations.” 

“We need to understand why these 
problems are happening,” she said, “and that’s 
the hard part of the investigation.” 

The federal investigation was announced in 
December after the release of Chicago police 
video showing a white officer’s fatal shooting 


of African-American 17-year-old Laquan 
McDonald. 

In addition to the shocking nature of the 
video, police reports from the officers on the 
scene conflict with what can be seen in the 
footage. 

McDonald was shot 16 times by Officer 
Jason Van Dyke, who has been charged with 
first-degree murder. 

A few dozen community members stepped 
to the microphone to speak at Tuesday’s 
meeting. 

Many made allegations of police brutality 
and told stories of residents being treated 
with hostility by police officers. 

Pamela Hunt, who said she lives in West 
Humboldt Park, was loudly applauded when 
she criticized Mayor Emanuel. 

The mayor has borne the brunt of criticism 


over the city’s failure to release the video 
until November, more than 13 months after 
McDonald was shot. 

“Rahm Emanuel, to me, is a racist,” Hunt 
said. “Rahm wouldn’t cover up the murder of 
a Jewish youth.” 

Hunt said citizens are “terrorized” by the 
Police Department. She said an elderly friend 
had once asked police to help rid her West 
Side community of its drug problem, only to 
be told by an officer, “Well, I thought you all 
liked that.” 

Justice Department attorneys said on 
Tuesday that they’re focused on investigating 
the Police Department’s use of force, 
including racial or ethnic disparities in their 
use of force, and current police accountability 
systems. 

The federal investigators are examining how 


police conduct their internal investigations 
of wayward officers and respond to citizen 
complaints. 

Two previous forums have taken place 
in the past month, and a fourth is set for 
Thursday evening at the Kroc Center in the 
West Pullman neighborhood. 

Attorneys said they anticipate a lengthy 
investigation, though they did not offer a 
time frame for when it will be concluded. 

Experts have told the Tribune that if a 
pattern of legal violations emerges, the city 
could be forced to pay even more to carry 
out reforms in areas such as police staffing, 
training, policies and oversight. 

If a pattern of violations is found, city 
officials and the Justice Department will put 
together a lengthy legal agreement over how 
to reform the department, experts have said.

Red Cross holding blood drive 
today to combat shortage

The Chicago branch of the American Red 
Cross is holding a blood drive Thursday to 
help combat a nationwide shortage of blood 
and blood platelet donations. 

Joy Squier, a spokeswoman for the Ameri- 
can Red Cross of Chicago and Northern Il- 
linois, said annual donor shortages can be 
expected during the summer, but this year is 
particularly bad. The organization is down 
nearly 40,000 pints. 

“It really is symptomatic of summer vaca- 
tions and schools being out,” she said. “People 
are busy and have things to do in the summer.” 

Squier said the Red Cross relies on schools 
and universities for as much as 20 percent of 
their donor supply 

The organization estimates that every two 
seconds blood is needed for patients in cases 
including burns, surgeries, accidents and sick-

le cell disease. 

About 14,000 donations are needed each 
day for the Red Cross to supply blood and 
blood platelets to patients at the 2,600 hos- 
pitals and transfusion centers it supports na- 
tionwide. Donors can give every 56 days, and 
Squier encouraged people to try to give as of- 
ten as possible. 

The blood drive will be from 10 a.m. to 
3 p.m. at the Red Cross regional headquarters 
at 2200 W Harrison St. More donation dates 
will be created and hours will be extended at 
donation sites to try to increase the blood 
supply, Squier said. 



U. of I. president proposes 
3rd straight tuition freeze 

University of Illinois President Timothy Killeen said Tuesday 
that he will propose freezing tuition for the school’s incoming 
class. 

If approved, it would mark an unprecedented third year in 
a row that the base tuition rates for in-state freshmen would 
remain the same. Trustees won’t vote on tuition until January 

But by announcing the goal now, Killeen may ease families’ 
fears about the future of higher education in Illinois at a time 
when state funding is declining and unpredictable. State law 
requires that tuition for freshmen remain unchanged for four 
years, though fees and housing can increase. 

With the freeze, students entering in fall 2017 would pay 
§12,036 at the Urbana-Champaign campus, $10,584 at the Chi- 
cago campus and $9,405 in Springfield. Students in some of 
the more popular programs such as engineering and business 
will continue to pay higher tuition, -tribune

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MCKINNON 2016 

KATE MCKINNON WILL BE THE BREAKOUT STAR OF ‘GHOSTBUSTERS’— AND THE ELECTION

LOS ANGELES -It’s the wink that 
launched a thousand gifs. 

When the trailer for the new “Ghost- 
busters” movie was released in March, the 
internet went bananas for the Holtzmann 
wink. Kate McKinnon, in character as Jillian 
Holtzmann, whom she describes as the “joy- 
ful wacko” of the film’s foursome, pauses mid- 
sip from a straw to stare sternly at Kristen 
Wiig’s character. Then she casually winks, and 
a sly grin rises on her face. The Internet react- 
ed with adoring tweets, gifs and fan art, and an 
illustration is available on T-shirts, mugs and 
phone cases. 


At a recent Los Angeles media screening 
of the Sony film, which opens Friday, co-stars 
Wiig, Melissa McCarthy and Leslie Jones 
received cheers during the credits, but none 
as loud as those for McKinnon. It’s her first 
starring film role, and as one of “Saturday 
Night Live’s” most beloved cast members, the 
Emmy-nominated 32-year-old is primed for 
crossover success. 

Lome Michaels recalls that when she au- 
ditioned for “SNL,” before joining the cast 
midseason in 2012, “I looked at her and I just 
went, ‘Oh. Right.’ Sometimes people arrive 
and they’re ready She is an impressive talent.” 

She is also, like her latest character, an odd- 
ball. In conversation, McKinnon alternates 


between intense eye contact and aimless rov- 
ing gazes. 

“She’s kooky” says Amanda Bearse, who di- 
rected McKinnon in her first big break, as a cast 
member on “The Big Gay Sketch Show,” which 
ran on Logo from 2006 to 2010. “It works for 
her. It’s not an affect. It’s playfulness.” 

During an interview with McKinnon at 
the Four Seasons in Beverly Hills, she gently 
rubbed a section of velvet upholstery when 
forming thoughts. Halfway through the con- 
versation, she casually pulled two sections of 
false hair from her coif, placed them beside 
her, leaned toward the microphone and said, 
“Let the record show that she begins to re- 
move her hair extensions.” 


It is this charm that caught the eye of 
“Ghostbusters” director Paul Feig. He and 
screenwriter Katie Dippold were halfway 
through the script when he invited McKin- 
non to discuss the role of Holtzmann, the 
squad’s socially awkward but unflaggingly 
confident gearhead. “She’s perfect,” Feig re- 
calls thinking afterward. So he tailored the 
role to her, in part via an improvised interview 
with McKinnon in character. 

“It was an hour of asking her questions 
about her life as Holtzmann,” Feig says. “We 
came up with this weird backstory: She had 
gone off and lived in Tibet when she was 12, 
and then she was living with gypsies. I’m go- 
ing to put some of it on the DVD.”

impressions when she’s at parties? “I’m never 
at a party, so how could they?” McKinnon 
jokes in reply She is very private, with no 
social media presence. 

This shields her somewhat from the hate 
being lobbed at the “Ghostbusters” remake, 
which has the most down-voted trailer ever to 
appear on YouTube. Some naysayers are sim- 
ply skeptical of remaking the beloved fran- 
chise. But most of the anger is misogynistic, 
in response to the female cast. “I didn’t know 
that people could hold those opinions of 
women in this year of the earth’s existence,” 
she says. “You have to press on anyway” 

McKinnon’s approach to humor is an anti- 
dote. “Comedy is a tool of togetherness,” she 
says. “It’s a way of putting your arm around 
someone, pointing at something and saying, 
‘Isn’t it funny that we do that?’ It’s a way of 
reaching out.” 

Audiences return the gesture. “She has no 
ego,” Schneider says of McKinnon’s reso- 
nance with viewers. “You can tell when an 
entertainer thinks they’re funny When she 
performs, it is for the pure joy of it.” 

‘As an old friend of mine would say” Mi- 
chaels adds, “ ‘She doesn’t spill over.’ She’s not 
a forceful personality There’s an intelligence 
to everything she does. And she’s really, really 
funny.” 


When Holtzmann first appears onscreen, 
she ignites a hand torch next her face. Later, 
just because she can, she smashes a guitar. 
Then, during elaborate paranormal combat, 
she wields a variety of weapons she invented 
herself. 

McKinnon never aspired to be an action 
hero. “If I had my druthers, I would be a brain 
in a jar, with a burlap skirt around the cart 
I’m on— I don’t attend to my physical being 
much,” she explains. “But there was a sense of 
power once I embraced it.” 

In person, she is subdued but no less pow- 
erful. During almost every talk-show appear- 
ance, McKinnon gently touches the hand or 
arm of the host, who invariably reacts with 
pleased surprise. And there’s that unremitting 
eye contact. When it’s pointed out, she says, 
“It never occurred to me,” but allows, “I like 
to connect with people and suss them out. 
There’s no better way than seeing how they 
react if you just bear into them.” 

She approaches her “SNL’ characters simi- 
larly “I can’t do impressions of people I can’t 
relate to,” she says. “It has to come from a 
place of understanding and celebration.” 

Among her collection are Angela Merkel, 
Ruth Bader Ginsburg and Keith Urban. Ellen 
DeGeneres once invited McKinnon onto her 
talk show to do the impression of her by her 
side, and giggled throughout. McKinnon’s 
Justin Bieber is a Peter Pan figure who 
points at his briefs and says, “Yo, my pee- 
pee’s in there”; it is nevertheless highbrow 
performance art. 

But the comedian is most known for her 
take on Hillary Clinton as a woman who is at 
turns playful and stern, who means well but is 
desperate with ambition. 

“It was clear she had a way of doing Hillary 
that was fresh,” Michaels says. 

‘A lot of it comes from Kate’s feelings about 
her,” adds “SNL’ writing supervisor Sarah 
Schneider, who pens the Clinton sketches 
with co-writer Chris Kelly and McKinnon. 
“She’s a supporter. ... Kate is the same strong 
but flawed woman.” 

In one sketch, Clinton mentions playing 
hopscotch as a child, saying: “I found it tedious. 
I mean, why hop when you can march”— 
McKinnon’s 
tone shifts to 
severe, and she 
stares into the cam 
era while finishing— 

“straight to the White 
House!” 

In this past season’s 
premiere, the real Clin- 
ton appeared alongside 
her doppelganger. 

“I felt so connected to 
her,” McKinnon recalls. 

“I can relate to pushing 
yourself because you

McKinnon grew up on Long Island watch- 
ing Mel Brooks movies in a home that hon- 
ored comedy She studied theater at Colum- 
bia University and, according to Bearse, was 
cast in “The Big Gay Sketch Show” before 
graduation. Meanwhile, she embedded her- 
self in the New York comedy scene, largely 
at the Upright Citizens Brigade 
Theatre, where she staged sev- 
eral solo shows of characters. 
When McKinnon joined 
“SNL,” she be- 
came the first 
openly gay female 
cast member. Al- 
though she plays 
several lesbian 
characters, they 
are never statement 
pieces. “The fact that 
it is perfunctory I owe that 
to Rosie O’Donnell, Ellen 
, DeGeneres, Jane Lynch, 
Amanda Bearse and those 
who took most of the bul- 
lets,” she says.

CAST ANNOUNCED FOR CHICAGO’S ‘HAMILTON’

Chicago, meet your Alexander Hamilton: 
It’s Miguel Cervantes. Meet your Angelica 
Schuyler: It’s Karen Olivo. And meet your 
(former) King George III: It’s Alexander 
Gemignani. 

Originally from Texas, Cervantes becomes 
the first actor other than the show’s creator, 
Lin-Manuel Miranda, to originate the role in 
a production of “Hamilton.” 

His previous credits include the original 
Broadway casts of “If/Then” and ‘American 
Idiot,” as well as the first national tour of “The 
25th Annual Putnam County Spelling Bee.” 

He’ll be joined in the much-anticipated 
Chicago company by the Tony Award- 
winning actress Olivo, known for her work in 
both “West Side Story” and “In the Heights.” 

The Chicago company of “Hamilton” 
will mark the 39 -year-old Olivo’s return to 
the Broadway business following a hiatus 
beginning in 2014. She has recently been 
based in Madison, Wis., where she has 


taught musical theater performance at the 
University of Wisconsin at Madison. Olivo, 
long regarded as a leading Broadway talent, 
has the kind of personal fan base that should 
draw further audience members to Chicago. 

Gemignani, 37, is the son of the famed 
Broadway musical director Paul Gemignani. 
He’s also an accomplished Broadway 
performer in his own right. 

Other principals in the cast include the 
former ‘American Idol” contestant Ari Afsar 
(Eliza Hamilton), Chris Lee (Marquis de

Ramos John Laurens/Phillip Hamilton), 
Wallace Smith (Hercules Mulligan/James 
Madison) and Samantha Marie Ware (Peggy 
Schuyler/Maria Reynolds).
